It has con© to ny" attention that on. February 14, 1949# Representative 
Sasscer Introduced HR. 2 663 « "A Bill to Provide for the Administration of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, established pursuant to Section 102, Rational 
Security Act of 1947> and for other purposes.” This bill was referred to the 
Committee on Arsed Services. 


A similar bill was introduced by Senator Saltonstall on May 17, 1948, 
as Senate Bill 2688. 


The Sasscer measure contains a provision which, did not. appear in the 
Saltonstall bill, Under ’’General Authorities” Section 6 (g) appears the followings 


"Whenever the Director (of the Central Intelligence Agency) and. the 
Attorney General shall determine that the entry of a particular alien into 
the United States for permanent residence is in the interest of national 
security or essential to the furtherance of the national intelligence mission, 
such alien and hie immediate family shall be given entry into the. united 
States for permanent residence without regeird to their inadmissibility under 
the immigration or any other laws and regulations, or to the failure to com¬ 
ply with such laws and regulations: Provided, That the number of aliens and 
members of their immediate families entering the united States under the 
authority of this section shall in no case exceed one hundred in any one 
calendar year.”

Memorandum to the Director 

2. The Director of the Central Intelligence Agency may pay the 
cost of preparing and transporting the remains of an officer or employee of 
the Agency or a member of his family yho may die while in travel status or. 
abroad, to the home of official station, oxr to other such place as the Director 
of the CIA may determine- to he the appropriate place of interment. (Section 5a(6) ) 


3. The Director of the Central intelligence Agency may pay the cost 
of travel of new appointees and their dependents from places of actual residence 
in foreign countries to places of employment and return to their actual resi¬ 
dence, providing such appointees agree in writing to remain with the.

This provision as phrased would appear to be a violation of the 
usual procedure in the handling of alien informantsj since there 
is no phraseology which clearly shows that the alien and his 
family are given permanent residence in the United^ States on a 
quid pro quo basis. In other words, such a provision, in order 
to protect this country, should contain a stipulation that removal 
from the United States of the alien and his family would follow 
a failure to properly cooperate with, the agencies of the United 
States or would follow in addition any violation or attempted 
violation of the laws of the United States.

Comment 

The only provision which might directly affect this Bureau is the 
one above regarding the entry of aliens and their immediate families to the 
number of one hundred.inAany calendar year for permanent residence "in the 
• interest of national security" or because they are "essential to the furtherance 
of the national intelligence mission."

It is unfortunately true that cany individuals now members of the 
Communist Party and on the Bureau’s Security Index obtained United States 
citizenship through the naturalization of their parents. 

In addition to the possibility of one of the alien informants of 
"going sour", we have the prospect of members of families of these aliens 
brought in for permanent residence on the basis of good faith of their 
paren£\^r parents. The nonessential members of the aliens* families who have 
no immediate intelligence value but who are brought over here for sent ime n tal 
reasons to Keep the informant happy, may turn out to be serious security threats

Ostholthoff has told Ratliff of the reasons why we cannot 
become involved in CIC functions because of delimitations and also 
that we could not operate in other parts' of the world since otir 
responsibHiti es have been limited to domestic work now in view of 
the creation oj^CIA.
